are two which I present to you, dear people of the 
Diocese this year.

To you I 
can only say: “Make them again. Keep them with 
earnest hearts.” 

Some have been trying them perhaps for only a 
short time. To you I can only say: “Keep going. You 
will find that deeper joy as the months and years 
pass by.” 

But some of you have not yet made them. They are 
new, untried. To you I say: “Make them now. They 
are worth while.” 

What are they? The first is the resolution to give 
some quiet time to God each day—ten or fifteen min- 


utes at the least. Get the Forward Movement leaflets. 


Follow the readings. Think about them. Pray about 
them. Learn to know your Bible and from your 
Bible learn to know more and more about your mas- 
ter, Christ. Pray for help to incorporate into your 
lives his teaching and example until you meet life 
with the “mind of Christ.” 

The second is to worship God in His Church every 
week without fail. Make church attendance a real part 
of your life. Receive the holy communion regularly. 
It is only thus that you can come to understand what 
the fellowship of the Church means, to catch the vision 
of the Church’s mission in the world, to receive the 
strength that comes in “common prayer” and to find 
the means of grace which will enable you to conquer 
your own sin and to do your part in overcoming the 
evil of this “miserable and naughty world.” 

Daily, a quiet time with God. Weekly, uniting with 
His people to worship Him. What a wonderful year 
for each of us and for the Church in parish and Dio- 
cese and in the world if we all make and keep such 
resolutions.

cese. It is always important that the delegations to the 
Convention and to the House of Churchwomen should 
be strong. See that each parish and mission has a full 


See that your best men and women come 
and again I suggest that among the members be a 
goodly number of young men and women—those on 
whom the Church, in another decade, must depend for 
its leadership. 


When Dr. Lincoln slipped away from 
this world into the nearer presence of 
God the Diocese lost an outstanding fig- 
ure and a dear friend. For over forty years he had 
stood in the midst of this hustling and superficial 
world as the embodiment of the finest ideals of scholar- 
ship. He taught the New Testament in the Divinity 
School but his teaching meant far more than the im- 
parting of knowledge. He taught the patience and the 
care and the quiet of a scholar. He revealed the beauty 
of a life too much concerned with the eternal things to 
be distracted by the turmoil of the world. 


And he was greatly loved; for he had the gentleness 
and consideration of the true Christian. He thought of 
others before he thought of himself. He was always 
ready to lend a hand. His love of children and of child 
life was manifest every day during the long summer 
months in the home life of St. Dorothy’s Rest. The 
music which he loved, which was a recreation and a 
solace and a joy to him, was the expression of a soul 
in which lived the music of the heavens. He was truly 
a Christian gentleman, a devoted priest, a consecrated 
scholar. We all miss him. We all thank God for what 
he did for the Kingdom of God; but most of all we 
thank God for what he was.—E. L. P.

New Diocesan House 


On the cover of this issue of The Pacific Church- 
man is a photo of the new diocesan house, located at 
Taylor and Sacramento streets, on the northeast cor- 
ner of the Cathedral close. 


The building is a gift of the late Mrs. Lydia Paige 
Monteagle, who left a bequest of $50,000 for the 
building and $5000 to be invested and the income 
used for its maintenance. The bequest states that the 
building is in memory of Timothy Paige and Mary 
Warren Paige, who were Mrs. Monteagle’s parents. 

The offices of Bishop Parsons and his secretary, 
Miss Ambrose, as well as those of Archdeacon Hodg- 
kin and his secretary, are on the second floor, having 
an entrance from Sacramento street, so that the ad- 
dress remains the same—1215 Sacramento street. 
There is a spacious board room where meetings of 
the board of directors, Diocesan Council and other 
bodies will be held. 


On the first floor, where the main entrance is, 1055 
Taylor street, is a spacious room for the Woman's 
Auxiliary and House of Churchwomen; also room for 
the Department of Revenue, where the treasurer of 
the Diocese, F. M. Lee, and his staff will be located; 
the Department of Religious Education, with Miss 
Avis Harvey in charge; Department of Publicity and 
editorial room of The Pacific Churchman, presided 
over by the Rev. B. D. Weigle. Remember the address, 
1055 Taylor street. 

The date for the housewarming has not yet been 
fixed but it will probably occur in connection with 
the Diocesan Convention in February.

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The Archdeacon’s Letter 
My Dear Californians: 


A new year is at hand and I am wondering if the 
Churchmen’s Round Table has not given us some- 
thing to think about with its Golden Rule driving. 
For years I have kept a record of distances and time 
when I have taken trips and it has been interesting 
to look it over and compare the time it has taken to 
get from one yon to another when driving at dif- 
erent speeds. | have come to the conclusion that the 
old fable about the hare and the tortoise is not very 
far from the truth, for I have discovered that it is 
sible to take less time at a lower speed than at a 
her one. Of course, traffic conditions are to be con- 


sidered, yet traffic slows up a speedier driver just as — 


it does a slower one but it hurts his average speed 
much more. A young man told his father, a minister 
who liked to. speed, that if he drove as fast as he 
pleased and the young man drove at 35 or 40 miles 
an hour he would get to Los Angeles from Oakland 
about as soon as his father. Perhaps the most inter- 
esting story I have heard was of a caravan escorted 
by a motor-cop who went 35 miles an hour; all but 
the first three or four cars of the caravan thought 
they were traveling most of the time at about 60 
miles per hour. Take it easily, drive safely and get 
there quickly. 

Yesterday I saw the magazine of the Diocese of 
Liverpool, England. The inside front cover had an 
appeal for £30,000 ($150,000) for new churches and 
mission halls.

James Otis Lincoln, Priest 
By G. H. B. W. 


Strangely enough the meeting of the board of di- 
rectors of St. Dorothy’s Rest last month was held on 
December 10, the birthday of Dorothy Pitkin Lincoln 
—just thirty-four years to a day after the first meet- 
ing in 1901. It marked the end of an era. The min- 
utes of every meeting since that time were in the 
careful handwriting of the secretary, James Otis Lin- 
coln, and from the December meeting he was absent. 
At the ripe age of eighty-four he began the life of 

rfect service in the spacious fields of eternity. Mrs. 

incoln was not present at the meeting. Resolutions 
of sympathy for her and for Bishop Parsons were 
passed and it was further decided that no other sec- 
retary should ever use the historic minute book but 
that it should be kept as a sacred relic and filed away 
in the safe-deposit box. Canon Wright was elected 
secretary and was empowered to provide a new book 
to match the old one. 

The most delightful part of Dr. Lincoln’s life is 
connected with St. Dorothy’s Rest. Summer after 
summer he and Mrs. Lincoln spent amas the red- 
woods of Sonoma County, from 1901 to 1935, build- 
ing up from a very humble structure costing $400 a 
abcer smoothly-running institution with fourteen 

eautifully adapted buildings, commodious and love- 
ly. As a perfect piece of social service this beautiful 


home submerged the machinery and the case work 
and exalted the spiritual and the fine, clean soul of 


Dr. Lincoln. It contributed its unique part to the 
building up of a morale among the children of St. 
Dorothy’s that was the source of amazement and 
despair among the institutions of the State. The 
chapel, simply and fittingly made of redwood lumber, 
was his pride. The shining brass of the altar, the 
spotlessly-white linen of altar furnishings and vest- 
ments, the cultivated, reverent voice of the priest all 
taught unforgettable lessons. And the singing! Per- 


sonally, I have never been able to sing through a 


hymn at a chapel service. As I listen to the childish 
voices singing so sweetly, never shouting, “Jesus, 
tender shepherd, hear me; bless thy little lamb to- 
night” or some other movingly-appropriate hymn, a 
lump always comes to my throat and the tears come 
to my eyes. “Fesser” Lincoln at the organ was some- 
thing to remember. 

But it was not only in the chapel that Dr. Lincoln 
made use of his musical ability. To play for the 
dancing and the singing in the great recreation room 
each evening was his delight. One of the most com- 
pelling pieces of publicity for the Community Chest is 
a picture of Dr. Lincoln at the piano, surrounded by 
children singing. And who can ever forget the nightly 
ritual led by the venerable Dr. Lincoln—the motto of 
St. Dorothy’s, the singing of the four-leaf clover 
song, the yell, the spirit of St. Dorothy’s nightly ex- 
pressed and enforced. God rest thee, merry, great 
and perfect gentleman; there are children, too, in the 
life of perfect serving.

Canon Lincoln 


With the passing of James Otis Lincoln, honorary 
canon of Grace Cathedral, on November 15, almost 
the last of those associated with Bishop Nichols in 
the early days of his episcopate is gone. 

Canon Lincoln was born in Boston on February 1, 
1851. He was graduated from Harvard in the class of 
1873 and received the Phi Beta Kappa key. His mas- 
ter’s degree was from Harvard in 1880. He gradu- 
ated from the Berkeley Divinity School in 1884 and 
was married to Nellie Olmstead Pitkin in 1885. The 
last function at which he was present was a large 
reception in honor of their golden wedding anniver- 
sary, given by Mr. and Mrs. Silas Palmer at their old 
home on Van Ness avenue on October 5. Canon Lin- 
coln thoroughly enjoyed meeting his many friends 
and said, characteristically, at the end of the after- 
ron “How good they all are! And they mean it, 
00.” 

After a few years of parish work Canon Lincoln 
me chaplain and instructor in Latin and Greek at 


Bethany College in Kansas. From there he was called 
by Bishop Nichols to be vice-dean of the new Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific. The Bishop was dean. 
Dr. Lincoln taught Greek and homiletics and was 
resident chaplain. 
The California life of Canon and Mrs. Lincoln be- 
gan in 1891 and had many sides. In the San Mateo 
days they had a quiet village life, influencing many 
young students who look back to those happy days 


as the beginning of a new understanding of religion. 


One of the most successful of these students, not now 
a clergyman of the Church, said of Dr. Lincoln: “He 
showed me what it means to be a Christian gentle- 
man.” 

The earthquake and fire of 1906, ruining the new 
building in San Mateo, resulted in the moving of the 
school to San Francisco and its closer connection 
with the new Cathedral started on Cathedral Hill. 
Until his retirement at the age of 70 he was closely 
identified with the Cathedral life. Dr. Lincoln receiv- 
ed the degree of doctor of divinity from the Pacific 
School of Religion. From his retirement in 1921 un- 
til his death he devoted his life to St. Dorothy’s Rest, 
which had grown out of the sorrow at the death of 
the little daughter of Dr. and Mrs. Lincoln. From 
year to year as he grew older the white soul of Dr. 
Lincoln seemed to shine more and more apparent 
until came the perfect day.

Death of Dr. James Otis Lincoln 


On Friday, November 15, 1935, the Rev. James Otis 
Lincoln, D.D., passed into the life eternal at his home 
in San Francisco. Funeral services were held in Grace 
Cathedral on Monday, November 18, attended by a 
throng of loving friends. 

Dr. Lincoln reached the ripe age of eighty-four and 
was the last member of the original staff of the 
Church Divinity School. Dr. Lincoln came to the 
Diocese in 1893 to become professor of New Testa- 
ment literature in the divinity school, a position he 
held until his retirement in 1920. 

Dr. and Mrs. Lincoln founded St. Dorothy’s Rest 
in 1901, as a memorial to their only daughter, Dorothy.
